At least 32 persons Were ' 
kiled and 42 injured on 
Monday night when a pack- 
ed train going to o big 
Shinto shrine festival ram- 
med full speed into a crash 
barrier on y siding and 
toppled into the path of 
a second oncoming train. 

It was the worst train disaster
